Tw’o miles to the east, South 
Korean soldiers fought off ‘bree 
Chinese attacks on Sniper Ridge. 
All clay Saturday, Allied artillery 
hurled thunderous barrages at Red 
positions north of Triangle and 
Sniper. 
Allied warplanes roared 
down 
on Papa - san 
Mountain, 
dumping high explosives and flam ­ 
ing gasoline on the m assive hill 
which the Reds use as a m assing 
point for their assault* on T rian­ 
gle and Sniper. 
The A m e r i c a n s and ROK* 
launched the biggest Allied attack 
of 195 five days ago with the goal 
of winning and holding these two 
hill m asses north of Kumhwa. 
Eight B29 Superforts ran Into 
heavy flak and rocket barrages 
snd fought off at least seven Red 
night fighters early Saturday in a 
bombing attack on a Red Army 
headquarters at Tosong, in North­ 
west Korea. All eight planes re­ 
turned to their base on Okinawa.

The Review’, which usually con­ 
centrates its discussions on high- 
level business and economic trends, 
ranging from stock m arket analy­ 
ses to discussions of such m atters 
as "recovery in the prim ary metal 
industries" and departm ent store 
sales and business loans, took a 
harvest-time look at the orchards,

Pennsylvania 
stands sixth in the nation among 
apple-producing states. 
Tile article pointed out thai most 
of the Key State production is con­ 
centrated in the South Mountain 
area of Adams, Franklin, Cum ber­ 
land and York counties. And it ob­ 
served that:

"On the whole. South Mountain 
apple growers do very well. They 
have not taken the downward slide 
of apple consumption and that is 
because they process (pack or can* 
a large percentage of their apples. 
• Three score and two years ago 
w hen the census counted the coun­ 
try ’s 
apples trees, 
Pennsylvania 
ranked third. Today, the Common­ 
wealth ranks sixth among the lead­ 
ing 
apple-producing states. - Thus 
the state has slipped a few notch­ 
es in the country’s apple economy, 
but it is not necessarily an irre­ 
versible trend. 
"Of course Pennsvvania 
apple 
growers are not engaged in an 
interstate race They grow apples 
partly for fun but mainly for mon­ 
ey.
